[DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE UTILITY MODEL] 

The present utility model relates to binoculars provided 
with a camera function. 

Conventionally, since binoculars and a camera are independent 
from each other, when it is attempted to record an ob j ect observed 
with binoculars, a camera is separately required, and this is 
inconvenient. 

The present utility model has been made in order to eliminate 
such an inconvenience, and is constructed so that, referring 
to the accompanying drawings, a camera part 2 is attached to 
binoculars 1, and the focus and magnification of the camera 
are matched and interlocked with those of the binoculars. 

According to the utility model, binoculars and a camera are 
united together, wherein it does not matter which of the upper, 
middle, and lower portions of the binoculars the camera part 
is attached to only that the camera function is securely attached 
to the binoculars.
